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DETAILED ACTION 
Remark 

1. Claims 1-14, 16, 18-25, 28-30, 33-34, and 43-44 have been cancelled. Pending claims 
are claims 15, 17, 26-27, 31-32, and 35-42 for reconsideration. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 15, 17, 26-27, 31-32, and 35, 37, 39-41 have been allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 15, 26, and 31, the prior arts of record issued to Von Kohorn, Rowe 
and Hunter fails to either alone or in combination to teach or suggest an article of manufacture, 
its corresponding method for a viewer of an interactive video casting system can be presented 
with promotions having purchase offers or offers of credits toward future purchases. These 
promotions can be provided by correlating a program being viewed with user profile information 
and product information. If presented with the promotion while viewing a program, the viewer 
can buy products/services* offered in the promotion, or defer the promotion for future viewing or 
as a credit. Credits toward a future purchase can be maintained in a storage area for the user and 
applied to a later purchase. Promotions can also be correlated to other interactive video casting 
tools or interfaces, such as the user's calendar, so that promotions relevant to calendar entries can 
be presented to the user. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
